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More than 800,000 Hikers, Campers, and Drive-through Vacationists 
Discover Each Year the Northern Rockies’ lee-carved Beauty 
in Twin Parks Astride the U. S,-Canadian Border

ep OOK! Are those clouds? Or can they 
be mountains?” 
) For 20-some hours we had sped 
across the flat plains of North Dakota and 
Montana aboard fareat Northern Railway's 


Western Star. Though | knew we were pear- 


ing Glucier National Park, [ had to book a 
second time before exclaiming to my wife and 
two daughters, “Those are the Rockies!" 
With each turn of the wheels the vision be- 
come more real, like vapor congealing into rock 
and ice, We were running head-on into one 
Of the mest spectacular siehts in all the United 
Stites, Before ws loomed a colossal wall of 
snow-topped mountains, rising thousands of 
feet straight from the prairies. Toweriny, up- 
swept peaks marched sooth in-shining array 
from Canada. Clouds wreathed the tallest 
pinnacles; purple shadows, creeping across 
stony faces, lent mystery and allurement-

of Glacier for some 30 eyve-filling miles: It 
iso forms an impressive introduction to the 
park and its Canadian counterpart just weross 
the border, Waterton Lakes National Park 
(color map, pare 596), 

At the last moment a gap-swung open in the 
mountain barrier, and Western Stor began the 
climb to Marinas Pass, Incredibly, this low- 
eat cut across the northern U. S. Rockies, 


hinted at in Blackfeet Tndian lemends, was 
not definitely located until 1889. 

The piss became the southern boundary of 
the park when it was created in 1910, Thos. 
as we climbed, a full-scale cross section af 
Glacier slid past our windows, a dramatic pre- 
view of wonders soon to come. 

We arrived in West Glacier refugees from o 
record-breaking eastern heat wave. The brac- 
ing mountain air reminded us of a crisp Octo- 
ber day buck heme. At Lake MeDonald Hotel 
a welcome fire crackled in the huge lobly 
fireplace, We soon donned tweeds and sweat- 
ers, and that night we slept under double 
blankeis. Tt was a different world, 


Wilderness Beauty Preserved 

“You've picked the nght place to coal off," 
remarked superintendent J. W. Emmert when 
we met him next day at park headquarters, 
“Part of Glacier is in the subarctic tempern- 
ture zone. We have about the sane climate 
as central Alaska.” 

“Its certainly invigorating,” I said: “Makes 
me feel tke anew man.” 

Emmert smiled, ‘Take it easy,” he replied, 
“You Tl have to do plenty of hiking and horse- 
back: riding if you want to know Glocter. 
We've tried to preserve the park's fragile 
wilderness beauty; so there are only 70 miles 
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Of paved bivkway compared with more than 
1.000 of trai. My advice is to wet o@t on 
the trails—only io easy at first.” 

We took the advice—both parts. We were 
caver to-see the park; yet several years had 
slipped by since | had done much hiking, and 
recently my only ‘sackdle” had been a deck 
chair, Se for awhile we combined short can- 
ditioning walks along swift McDonald Creck 
with other means of seeing Glacier, 

To get an over-all picture of this alpine won- 
derland, | ew with the fire patrol in a single- 
motored plane. Like one of Glacier's golden 
eagles, we soured over lonely crags, skimmed 
16,000-foot peaks, and glided over sapphire 
lakes. We threaded valleys green with pine 
forests and scudded past rocky wastes of sky- 
lind tor ond scarred by the elements, Sev- 
eral times we swooped into huwe rock amphi- 
theaters for close-up looks at some of the 
park's biodd glaciers, 

Nation's: Fourth Largest National Park 

[was impressed by the park's size. Com- 
Fairies! with giant Montana, from which it was 
carved, it looks deceptively small on a mop.* 
Actually Glacier isa thicd again as big as 
Rhode Ishind and is the Nation's fourth 
largest national park, alter Yellowstone, 
Mount McKinley, and Everglades. 

Notable, too, is the slicht impression man 
has mode on this- 1,000.000-acre preserve. 
Few were the signs of human activity. Smoke 
hung above hall «a dozen far-flung camp 
grounds: a speedboat buzzed on Lake Me- 
Donald, Cars and buses crawled across: mag- 
nifcent Going-tethe-Son Highway, which cuta 
actoss the rugged heart of ghocierland: at 
Logan J'ass, ite 6,664-fool crest, sightseers 
waved wally at ws. 

For a quick look at Canada's Waterton 
Park. owe zoomed across the international bor- 
der, here a narrow lane hacked in the forest. 
“Got your visa?” shouted the pilot in jest, as 
we swooped toward the park's townsite, 

ho passports, no visas are needed on this 
longest undefended border in the world. 
Where else, | wondered, could an observation 
plane hop across a frontier between two im- 
portant powers without anyone even bothering 
to look up? 

In 1932 these friendly néighbor nations 
pooled their scenic borderland treasures; creat- 
ing Waterton-Glacier International Peace 
Park and thus “permanently commemorating 
the relationship of peace andl gow! will long

existing between the peoples and governments 
of Cinnda and the United States.” 

No glaciers adorn Waterton peaks, but the 
mountain scenery is just ns fantastically beau- 
tiful here as farther south. There the same 
tiggell erandéeur—the same alplike heights, 
U-shaped valleys, and givantic tock amphi- 
theaters. 

Another day my family and 1 drove heauti- 
ful Ceing-tethe-Sun Highway, One of the 
mist scenic 30-mile stretches in all the New 
World, this adventuring highroad gives visilurs 
whe can only drive through Glacler a mag- 
nificent simple of its natural wonders. 

Ed Beatty, chief park naturalist, guided 
this first trip. naming the wild flowers ond 
pointing out notural oddities for us As we 
hendecl up McDonald Valley, be toll ws that 
not until [943, when Golng-toe-the-Sun was 
completed, did a highway cross Glicier, Tt 
was only a few years earlier that a road had 
been blisted across Marias Pass. Before that, 
a motorist who wanted to cross the park had 
to ship his car over the pass by rail of detour 
some 300 miles by way of (Great Falls ond 
Missoula.

Qn the shore of beautiful St. Mary Lake 
we looked back at lofty Going-lo-the-Sun 
Mountain and the imposing array of near-by 
menks (poe 620). It was easy to under- 
stond why Franklin K. Lane, [resident 
Wilsons Secretary af the Interior, wrote in 
the June, 1920, NatTiowAL (rroGRArHIC that 
this superb view was “the one thing on the 
North American Continent that would in- 
spire vou most and make you fee] most 
property faomble.” 

Going-te-the-Sun Mountain gets its curious 
name from an ald legend, perhaps of Hlack- 
feet origin, The story says that in the begin- 
ning Napi, Old Man of the Blackfeet, crented 
the rocks ond forests, the rivers, mountains, 
ond prairie, He made the animals and birds 
and fish, Then Napi molded a clay man and 
woman and gave them the breath of life. And 
he gave them dominion over all the creatures 
of the earth. 


Job Done, Napi Gees to the Son 


For = long time Napili dwelt among men, 
teaching them to fashion bows and arrows, 
ton hides, make shelters, use herbs, and know 
the magic of sacred objects, When man had 
learned how to take care of himself, Napi 
bade farewell to his beloved children. ‘Then 
he- returned to his home, the sun, gome by 
wiv af this majestic peak. 

Near the mountain’s summit hangs a field 
of snow shaped like an Indian's head. Some 
s2¥ it is Napi watching over bis chosen people. 

(inthe trip back we stopped for a look at 
Jackson Glacier, shimmering high on Mount 
Jackson. It is the only park glacier easily 
visible [rom the highway. 

Beatty explained that it wes once part of 
Blackfoot Glacier, one of the largest ive 
masses ever known in the United States 
Rockies, But Eluckfoot shrank and finally 
broke up into several smaller glaciers. 

“In fact,” Ed went on, “for awhile we were 
afraid we'd lose-all our glaciers, During the 
first half of this century 4veral of the bigcest 
completely disappeared, and the others shrank 
anywhere from 60 to 75 percent. 

“Bul now we've stopped worrving. Some 
years ago we began measuring representative 
ghiciers every summer. We fod that since 
1950 they've held their own,”

“What's happened?” [ asked as he paused. 

“Well, during the Inst 10 years the park's 
verge temperature bas dropped sever) de- 
STeCs ¢ below normal, and the amount of rain 
and snow has nearly doubled, Glacier seems 
to act as a sort of advance northern weather 
station, We think the world may be entering 
a colder, wetter ¢vcle.” 

When our dive was finished, my younger 
daughter said in a disappointed tone, “No 
leirs today.” 

“Thev're all up in the hills eating berries,” 

Ed told her. “There® a big. crop this vear, 
which tertainly selvee our bear problem. 


Sometimes, you know, the critters get too 


friendly and can injure people without trying, 
Perhaps you've noticed our roudside jingle: 
‘Highway bears are often mode. They cat 
fingers as well as fool!" 

Beguing bears, frequenting roads and carmp- 
grounds, keep park authorities wwike nights 
wottying. When the lumbering animals lose 
all fear of man, they have to be live-trapped 
and taken to the park's wild northwest. 

Bear stories in Glacier ate a dime o dozen: 
There is ne doubt, 
however, that the mast popular bear in park 
history was Gertle. Park rangers still sigh 
whenever her name is mentioned. “What a 
bear] they say. “There's never been another 
like ber.” 

Grettie wae a blonde with winning ways. 
Every summer she took her stam! wlone the 
highway beneath the Garden Wall, sornetimes 
with o new cub or two. People came from 
far nid near to see her (page 627). 

One year Gertie became too friendly with 
her admirers—even bold—anid wis. trapped 
and taken for a (0hmile tide, A few weeks 
later she was back wt her favorite stand, bex- 
ving as irresistibly as ever! 


Lookout Trail « “Dude-killer™ 


The day seon arrived when we could no 
longer refrain from lacing on leather boots 
and hitting the trails, For awhile, thowzh, 
we still favored the shorter hikes—under 
10 miles a doy—and contented ourselves 
with brief climbs to hidden lakes, with picnics 
in fower-strewn alpine mearlovws.

Air Patrol Replacing Watchers 


Later, fire chief Stanley Spurgeon told me 
that the patrol plane fs gradaally replacing 
mast of the park's watchtowers, “In @ few 
howrs it can cover all our 1.583 siucre miles,” 


he said, “and fly into hidden valleys no look- 


Out Can see.” 

“Glacier used to be known as a fine park,” 
he went on. “In the 1920's, an average of 
7,500 acres burned every year. Now ‘the 
figure is only 144. 

“Fire-fighting techniques are better now. 
For instance. if a fire starts in a remote valley, 
we can call on 150 Forest Service «moke 
jumpers in Missoula, By plane and para- 
chute they can reach the fire in no time: other- 
wise it might take » day or nore by horses, 

“But we can't take all the credit. There's 
heen more tain in recent years, And thanks 
to Strokey—the bear on the Government's 
mnt-forest-fire posters—people are much more 
careful with fire, We ual to avernge 15 
min-caused ‘fires a year, Now we have about

five days each. Longer trips, too, if they 
wanted ‘em. 

“Women rode sidesaddie mostly, wore long 
skirts and big, floppy hats, Men dresser like 
Teddy Roosevelt's Rowh Riders, Used to 
be more than 1.200 saddle horses in the park. 
What a sicht to see two, three hundred riders 
jougin’ alung the Garden Wall Trail.” 


More Vistters but Bricfer Visits 


The automobile changed all that. Nuw 
vacationing American packs the car ane) sets 
off to see all it can in a few weeks. More 
than 30 times as many people now come to 
Glacier, though their stay there is penerally 
much briefer. 

In the “old days" Great Northern trains 
cartied about 50 percent of Glucier's visiturs, 
Today they bring only one percent. So much 
Hreater is the total, however, that about the 
same tumber still arrive by rail, 

These sightsvers often get.off at Fast Glacier 
Park or West Glacler, make a swing through 
the park by the Transport Company's red 
buses, and come out the other side in from one 
to five days. Such jaunts are often part of 
more extended tours throuch the West. 

Every morning mountains of luggage filled 
our hotel lobby. Departing vacationists 
hought last-minute souvenirs, hunted stray 
offspring, or addressed posteands, Bellboys 
staggered under bags or paged the missing. 
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Tour leaders shepherded charzes to the buses 
lined wp outsice, 

By 8:40 the last bus-hadd flashed from view, 
Hotel emplovers took o deep breath and 
wirded for the afternoon's flood of mew or- 
rivals, With such-a daily turnover, we soon 
felt like old-timers wherever we staved. 

One dav we drove with ranger Hareld Estey 
to remote Kintla Lake in the park's far 
northwest corer. The dirt road on which 
we jounced was Glacier’s first, pushed 
through when oil fever gripped the remon. 
It hagn't been improved much since. 

Park authorities have purposely kept this 
trea north of Lake McDonald and west of 
the Continental Divide an almost virgin wil- 
derness. Hall a doven big lakes lure fisher- 
men, while frontier conditions test the mettle 
of the hardier campers and hikers. 

We drove throwh ginnt pine forests, 
skirted lush meadews, and gazed on snow 
crowned peaks, A dosxen cars of returning 
campers inthe! past us; every one towed or 
cared a small boat. Occasionally we passed 
lone cabins, for here, as in McDonald Valley, 
there wre private holdings handed down from 
homestead] grants made before 1910. 


Moose Battles Bulldoser 


Ranger Estey reraled us with tales of win- 
ter ski patrols here, when the snow drifts 30 
feet deep in places ond the temperature drops 
to 70° below. The 80-mile trip from hend- 
quarters to Kintla Lake and back takes two 
weeks. 

“Great country for game,” he sail, “A 
reguinr zou. We see big herds of deer, elk. 
moose—even wolf packs and mountain lions. 

“Have you heard about the moose that 
battled a bulldozer on this toad? Thought 
it wis a rival, | guess. Anyway, he shook 
his antlers, puwed the ground, and charged 
head-on into the ‘dover at full speed. Not 
ence but three times, Finally he staggered 
off. That driver sure was glid to see him go.” 

At Kintla Lake Campground we found a 
busy but relaxed scene. Women were cocking 
noan meals over open fires: mouth-watering 
odors were everywhere. Laundry flapped like 
flags on improvised lines. Men chopped wood, 
carried water, or utldimbered fishing tackle, 
while children romped in the woods. One 
camper strumrmned a guitar. 

“Surprising number of people get wp bere,” 
the local ranger said. “We logged 2,000 
camper-days last month.”

Even more surprising is the total number 
of campers who come tu Glacier, Last year 
they added wp to 152.380. more than the en- 
tire number of visitors in any single year be-- 
fore 1936, They arrive by trailer, converted 
trucks, jalopies, and high-priced cars, with 
equipment to match, 

In general, Gimpers stay much longer than 
other visitors, and many return year after 
year. ‘Temporarily, theirs is a gypsy life. 
They fish the streams, hike the trails, and 
move on when they feel the urge (page 605), 

Alter our Kintl trip we made « habit 
ol Visiting campgrounds frequently. In one 
we unexpectedly discovered old sqpunre-dance: 
friends from home. After that we'd drop in 
any time—for a cup of tea, a campfire pro- 
orm, or to make plans for w hike. 

We liked the campyrounils’ easy, welcome- 
stranger atmosphere. There we felt the neigh- 
borliness of early America, the spirit that 
prompis new-found friends to share dinner 
dishes and look after one another's children. 
Life, too, is reduced to bare essentinie, and 
time loses much of its importance. 

One camper last summer arrived leading a

(me day Miss Revis. hiking with a small 
group, met Grandi and ber burro on a Stee 
trail, Grandma was in trouble.

Atop the Garden Wall 


One morming 7 jomed & group on chilly 
Logan Pass for a hike dlong the Garden Wall. 
The trail, strung above timber fine between 
Going-te-the-Sun Highway and the Wall's 
jagged top, rates as one of Glacier’s. most 
spectacular (page 593). 

A mile or so fram Granite Park Chalet, eur 
destination, the ringer-naturalist pointed to 
a faint path angling steéply upward. 

“Tn seweral summers here ['ve never climbed 
the Garden Wall," he said. “It's a real stiff 
climb—1,500 feet up in only nine-tenths of 
a mile—but I hear the view up there is ter- 
rific.

Curious to know who dared invade his high- 
land realm, he kept pace with us almost to 
tails end, We marveled at his effortless 
motion as he leaped from rock to rack. 

Finally we reached the top and looked over 
the Garden Wall Before us stretched the 
park's fabulous Many Glacier region, Off to 
our right, sparkling Grinnell Glacier Iny in 
avast rocky cradle of its own making, Huse 
snow fields were draped on high slopes like 
Colossal sheets put out ta dry. Ahead, down 
swiftcurrent Valley, four lakes lay like scat- 
tered bits of jade. Everywhere bizarre peaks 
stubbed the sky; in the distance we: could 
mike out the prairies, faint and flat. [t was 
& full minute before anyone could speak, 

Down at the chalet later (page 606), we 
refreshed ourselves with steaminy coffee and 
fresh melt-in-the-mouth pastries. 

“AU our supplies are parachuted in. by 

small plane," the woman in charge told me, 

“Its cheaper than muleback. Only one acci- 
dent so far. when a ‘chute ripped, ‘Then we 
really had scrambled eggs! 


Thirty-two Miles—Nothing, Really! 


With apologies to Sir Edmund Hillary and 
other famous mountaineers who have written 
in the NationAL Grogmarnine, T must confess 
to a feeling of conquest when 1 reached the 
hotel that evening. | had hiked 16 miles since 
moriing, climbed more than 2,006 feet.-and 
stood atop the Garden. Wall! 

T come to earth with something of a bunip 
when | overheard two waitresses, collewe girls, 
talking while serving dinner, 

“How was your day off yesterday?” one 
asked the other. 

“Oh, wonderful. Hiked to Canada. Thirty- 
two miles—up over Stoney Indian Pass to 
Waterton. Simply marvelous,” 

Getting back into condition, I heen to 
revel in our almost daily hikes. T liked the 
quick friendships, the easy banter, the excite- 
hient of distuvering many times a day what 
lay beyond the next ridge. 1 relished the 
ptenic lunches on hich, windy passes or in 
meadows deep with flowers, and the draughts 
of clear, ice-cold water drunk prone from a 
rushing mountain stream, 

On the high trails there is a curious sense 
of being in the world vet walled off: from 
its turmoil. Life's poce is scaled down to a 
placid two miles an hour. Night brings a 
delicious feeling of fatizwe; restful sleep 
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comes quickly ond is deep and untroubled, 

Moving to Many (Grlacier (poige. 591), we 
explored the region of rugged beauty [ -had 
looked down upon from the Garden Wall. 
Here, by Swiftcurrent Lake, several ancient 
glaciers met, joined forces, and tullozed their 
way to the plains, The valleys they scoured 
reach inte this mountain land like the imprint 
af a colossal honed. Trails follow every finger- 
valley; some are strenuous, some ¢asy. All 
are unbelievably beautiful, 

Gne name vou hear more than any other 
in this part of the park is Grinnell. Tt lnbets 
i glacier, mountain, waterfall, point, lake, 
and the reddish argillite rock that colors. so 

ny of the purk’s formations, 


National Geographic Helped Create Park 


Ani littl wonder. George Bird Grinnell 
—explorer, naturalist, editer, und author-— 
ronimed this region in the 1880’ and 80's, 
when it was a litth-known frontier,-and dis- 
covered the glacier that bears his name. A 
tireless fighter for conservation, he drew witlt 
attention to Glacier and urged vigorously that 
it be made a national park. 

So, toa, did the National Geographic So- 
ciety, At the very time that the Gist Con- 
eress wits considering the Glacier Park. bill, 
The Society's magazine published an article 
vividly describing the mountain fastness on 
the Continenta! Divide and urging that it be 
made a national playground. Two years later 
a general article on our national parks for- 
mally introduced members to this “newest of 
the Nution's pleasure grounds.” “ 

One bright morning we headed for Grinnell 
Glicier with some 50 hikers, shepherded by a 
ranger. Ages varied from 6 to 60; clothes and 
foolwear ranged from well-worn hiking garb 
to everyday travel attire. Some of the women 
sported open-tocd shoes and carried plastic 
overshoes. 

The trail, etched on the steep flank of 
Afount Grinnell, climbed steadily, Tt soon 
separated hikers from walkers, but by noon 
even the last strazler stood at glacier level. 
Above ws reared the Garden Wall; T could 
point out the place an its top where J had 
stood ain Jooked down on the ghicier. 

This huge ice luke covers about 55. city 
blocks and measures 400 feet deep in places. 
Slowly, relentlessly it grinds forward; as the 
front melts, it feeds a sparkling waterfall that 
drops te the walley far below. 

At -placier’s edge the ranger tied a long 


= 
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rope around his waist and told everyone to 
grab hold. Then he delivered a stern lecture 
on the importance of not letting go. 

Ch an earlier trip Miss Revis had asked 
the guide how much danger was involved in 
takime groups on the ‘ice. 

“Really very little,” came the answer, “as 
long as people watch their step, Not every- 
one will, of course, so the rope keeps them 
together. 

“Imagine what it would be Tike with 30 
dr 60 people scrambling all over the glacier. 
Sumebody would fall into a crevasse betore 
you could say ‘Gletychermiich! 

‘Hecules,”” lve added, “the rope makes the 
trip more exciting, and | feel like a Swiss 
mirtintain wolcde,”’ 

Like a monster snake we shuffled over the 
glacier, the ranger probing ahead for soft 
spots with an ice ax. We skirted deep cre- 
vasses, peered into yawning holes, and ex- 
plored caves of blue-white ice. Beneath us 
rumbled hidden streams; rocks dropped into 
chasms clattered out of earshot (page 610). 


Park Named for lee Age Glaciers 

“Poll apa soft rock and hate o Sent.” oor 
wuide said when the tour ended. While we 
rested, he talked. 

“Glacier Park doesn't get ite name from 
the 6O0-ocdd: masses of ice here now.” he said, 
“but becouse huge Ice Age glaciers carved 
its riveed scenery. More than half a mile 
deep, they covered all but the highest peaks 
—ike the Greenland Icecap today,  (orinding 
and tearing, they bulldowed the wide U-shaped 
volleys vou see, gouged out the rocky amphi- 
theaters, anc seulptured the nowntains. ‘They 
scooped out the Jake bottoms, damme| 


streams, and sliced some mountuins thin— 


like the Garden Wall up there. 

“Much later, another and less severe cold 
afe started aur present gliciers. They're 
only ice cubes compared ho their predecessors. 
Grinnell, bere, is our second largest—ext to 
Sperry across the Divide. 

“Incidentally, more than 100 feet of snow 
falls here ¢ach vear. A Jot of it blows down 
from the Garden Wall.” 

One entrancing scene near Many Glacier 1 
will long remember, especially on torrid sum- 
mer davs. We sat on the edge of Teebery 
Lake, a turquoise-colored tarn nestled high in

Blackfeet made 
an XX beside their names—nomes like White 
Calf, Curley Bear, Tail Feathers Coming over 
the Hill, Got Badly Married, and Everybocty 
‘Talks about Him. (Others signed in fine 
Spencerian script. Mostly mixed bloods, they 
hore French and English surnames ke Cho- 
quette, Vielle, Smith, Brown, and Grant. 


Blackfeet Reservation Borders Glacter 


Some 3.500 Blackfeet stil live on their 
reservation, nearly as big as Delaware, which 
abuts Glacier along its eastern limits. To vet 
from one part of the park to almost any other, 
motorists must drive part way on the Black- 
feet Highway. 

This.spectacular toute mins north and south 
where plaing and meuntains meet, Gently 
hilly, it Offers sweeping pononmas of the 
prairies on one hand and on the other close-up 
views of the Rockies’ towering wall, 

Chur daughters had been looking forward to 
visiting Canada, to crossing the “frontier” 
aml entering a “foreign” country, Finally 
we swung tiboanl o punting red bus full of 
vacationists and headed for Waterton. 

As we bowled along the Blackfeet Highway, 
the driver, a medical: student, expliined why 
the Rockies’ east front rises so abruptly. 

“Millions of years ago.” he said, “the 
earth's crust buckled and these mountains 
were born, Later the whole mass was lifted 
and shoved out over the prairies some 13 miles. 
That's why there ore no foothills here."

Sapphire Lake Glearns in Canadian Park 

Asaur bus approached the Canadinn-Cnited 
States border, we noticed that the custom- 
howe Of each mation few the fugs of both, 
reminding visitors that Waterton-Glacier is 
an international park symbolizing good will 
between good meihbors. 

The heart of the Canadion park lies in 
Waterton Lake, 4 ‘gleaming adpphire set 
fmeng raged mountains, Both countries 
share this jewel, for the international border 
cuts it-in two (page 630). 


Tts time-vellowed pases 
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At the Canadian end the Prince of Wales 
Hotel crowns. a high, bald bluff. Dwarfer! 
by the near-by mountains, the chalet-type 
building looks from any distance like a Hiin- 
se}-and-Gretel cottave (page 633). Tt= huge 
lobby window, looking the length of the seven- 
mile lake, cominand’ one of the West's nicst 
iramatic views: 

I liked! to watch the effect this sight had 
on arriving visitors. Almost te a person, they 
would stop in their tracks, then walk slowly 
to the window inl gave in silence wottl a 
whispered exclamation brake the spell. 

Then camera fans would quickly set up tri- 
pods and begin shooting. Rushing outdoors, 
they would continue operations on the bluff, 
For the time being, baggage and sich formali- 
lies as recistering were forgotten. 

Like most of the sivhtscers, we cruised the 
lake on the gow! ship faternmationai—an evye- 
filling voyage, After leaving Waterton Park 
Village, we saw no sign of life until we reached 
the border. There a clearing crew libored to 
keep the 49th parallel free of trees, Ar lake's 
encl we bad a few minutes shore leave on 
United States territory and took abward) four 
young hikers from Many Glacier, 32 rugewl 
troil miles away. 


Waterton Shops Offer British Wares 


Docking, we browsed about the town, Shops 
featured! British china and tweeds; Hurlson's 
Bay blankets, Scottish woolens, tartan curling 
tums aml scarves, cashmete sweaters, and 
boxes of Envlish toffee. So near the border, 
it made no difference which country’s money 
shoppers offered. With such goods on display, 
and a wile and two daughters in taw, T found 
either kind disappeured like magic. 

On the main street we found 4 cairn te John 
George Brown, “frontiersman, pioneer, wenthe- 
man —and Waterton’s first settler. The ca- 
reer of this dushing adventurer, we learned, 
spanned four continents. His varied roles in 
lite included thase of Envlich courtier. Indian 
Army officer, forty-tiiner, pony-express riiler, 
cowpuncher, trader, trapper, and guide. 

I saw a guvernmment report Brown made in 
1913 a¢ Waterton's acting superintendent. 
Park visitors, it noted,showed a big increase, 
“in spite of much rain and competition from 
the Calgary Stampede.” The total that year 
reached 1,794, of whom 190 came from the 
Linited States, Today, Waterton plays bost 
to more than 200,000 visiturs a vear, nearly 
one-third trom south of the border. 


+ Hikers Tuke a Breather 
High Above Elireabeth Lake 
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its seiting. Everywhere massive mountains, 
tinted in pastel hues by the nature of thelr 
rock, rise Gibraltar-like from its shores. 

‘To the Indians, this awesome and beautiful 
sot wat hallowed ground. a home of the 
spirits, Mliciné men retreated here to 
receive spirit messages and settle trial dis- 
putes. Two renowned soothsayers. of the 
Blackfeet were frequent visitors, a legend 
tel: hence the name Two Metlicine. 

A century ago the Blackfeet ruled an inland 
réalm twice the size of New England. Their 
tepee camps dotted the northwest plains be- 
side the shining mountains. Free as the pral- 
re wind, they hunted the buffalo and fought 
thelr enemies, 

We saw this life vividly re-created in the 
Museum of the Plains tndian in near-by 
Browning, chief town of the Blackfeet Indian 
Reservation. There dioramas show how the 
red man won a living from the prairie, warred 
upett his foes, and appeased his gods. Color- 
ful murole by o Blackfeet artist picture an 
exciting buffalo hunt. 

While at East Glicier Park I made a pil- 
erimave by horseback to near-by Triple Di- 
vide Peak, a geoeraphical oddity on a con- 
tinental scale. Neither high-ner mighty, tis 
§.000-foot eminence lies.at the head of a beau- 
tiful valley, seldom seen and rarely visited. 

At this peak the Continental Divide, Amer- 
ica's backbone separating east- und west-fow- 
ine streams, meets the Hudson Bay Divide, 
a low tidee parting north-and south-coursing 
waters. Rain or melting snow on this single 
mountaintop ends up in Huds Bay, the Gult 
of Mexico, and the Pacific Ocean. 


Early Snow Dusts High Peaks 


September had arrived. Already evenings 
were getting short and nights frosty, Mew 
snow had dusted the highest peaks, and leaves 
of the mountain maple were turning crimson. 

Pork authorities had shaken their heads 
when we saved for our final sortie a inp to 
7.$00-foot-high Sperry ‘Glacier, Often, they 
had said, snow blocks the upper trail by Sep- 
tember 1: it had the year before. Weather in 
hich places is capricious at any time. Why, 
only last July 2, 18 inches of snow had fallen 
on Loghn Pass. 

Fortunately, clear weather held, Guided 
by jwrk naturalist Ed Beatty again, we 
climbed from Lake McDonald's forested 
shores to mile-high Sperry Chalet. From there 
we mountel a winnt glacial stairway. Each 
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colossal step held a pond which poured its 
waters hundreds of feet into the one below; 
miniature iceberes floated in the highest one. 
Wild flowers Hlled every nook and cranny of 
this wigaritic terraced rock garden 

Reaching the top by a man-made cut (page 
609), we trudged over snow fields to the edge 
of « great rock amphitheater, Nestling below 
us there, the 300-acre body of living ide looked 
like o tilted, frozen lake (page 608). ‘Long 
icy fingers clutched ot the bare rock shell 
from which a warm cycle of yeurs had loosed 
the glucier’s grasp. Just out of reach lay 
several lakes the color of turquoise. On all 
sides towered masses of upswept rock, their 
jumbled and eroded strata mute witnesses to 
figantic earth convulsions and the patient, 
irresistible power of the elements, 


Across a Glacier's Icy Face 


Roped together, we explored the seamed 
and wrinkled face of Glacier’s king of ice 
masses. Crawling like ants across. its wide 
expanse, we sensed as never before the titanic 
force that sculptured the purk's rugged moun- 
thins and scoured its U-shaped valleys. 

Close up, each feature took on unbelieva- 
ble proportions. Fissures that seemed mere 
cracks from our recent vantage point now 
apened into yawning chasms fs we ap 
proached, One part of the glacier’s eavern- 
pitted front, a small ridge when seen fram 
above, loomed as an ice cliff 100 feet high, 
The amphitheater walls seemed to support 
the sky itself. 

We spent the night at the chalet, a place 
of éolitude where the world and its worries 
seem a universe away. A harvest. moon, round 
and bright, tinted the landscape silver and 
dimmed the very stars. Mountain coats eam- 
bole! «na near-by slope. A vente breeze 
#irred, bringing « breath of chill. 

Soon, I mused, deep, drifting snow would 
Ltanket the shining mountains once again. 
Man would! retreat: will animals would start 
their winter sleep) or seek the sheltered valleys. 
For nine months the Ice Ave, creator of this 
land of many splendors, would return and 
claim its own. 
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A Good Samaritan Code Unites the Nation’s F lving Volunteers, 
Who Often Risk Death that Others May Live

*oorso ominous, Hurriedly they scanned 
the wintry Arizona desert as their light mir- 
craft glided down, its engine as dead us: the 
bleak, rock-strewn Aor. 

But the desert cin be grodgingly heepitable 
fon smal plane in trouble. The pilot flat- 
tened his glide and bounced toa stop in the 
sul of a long-iry lake her. 

Ruefully the two men calculated their 
chances of survival. Shoukl they hike to 
civilization? No, it was much too far: be- 
sides, the weather had turned bitterly cold. 
They decided to stay with the plane, Surely 
someane would miss them anc send help, 

So the long vigil began. Day waned, and 
they felt the first pones of hunger, Night 
came, and they -hoddled in the cockpit. By 
dawn beth were numb with chill and wear. 
ness, anil & furtive litthe worm of dowbt began 
gnawing wt their confidence, 


A Sound in the Sky Heralds Reseuc 


The suo had climbed an hour high when 
they heard the drone of an engine, sweet os 
angel music. A.small silver plane circled over- 
head like an ansiuus mother bird. then landed. 
soon the downed flyers had been fawn back to 
warmth, safety, and reunion with Joved ones. 

For the rescue pilot. Earle Comer of Tue- 
aon, this incident was routine: He belonved 
ta the Civil Air Patrol, a nationwide onzuini- 
eation of unpaid minutemen, volunteers and 
civilians all, who fy hundreds of similar mix 
sions each vear in their own aircraft. Inci- 
dentally, though an active pilot. Mr. Comer 
was 63 years old and hal lost a leg in a fying 
accid¢nt during service in World War {. 

CAIs 90,000 men, women, and teen-age 
‘Guilets serve the Nation as an official auxiliary 
of the United States Air Force. They wear 
the Air Force uniform with special insignia, 
But bear no arms, for their mission is mercy. 

Members come from all walks of life, all 
races. many faiths, Hut a remarkable derlica- 


tion unites them. When word comes that a 
plane is overdue, a prospector lost in the 
desert, a ranch family marooned by a blizzard. 
then adult volunteers thrust their regular jobs 
aside and dosh off to save o life, often at the 
Tsk of their own. 

No muitter what ther occupation—clerk, 
mechanic, housewife—members respond like 
minntemen af old. They never keow how lung 
a reste Inesion may last, and many sacrifice 
pay by dropping everything to help. others. 


Merey Missions (Unlimited 


Last year CAP's 39.500 senior members par- 
ticipated in more than 150 searches and 
logged more thin 13.500 fying hours in sup- 
portot the Air Rescue Service, a branch af the 
At Force. Muny of CAP*s 50,500 boy and 
¥irl cadets backer up the seniors with round 
SUpeprt. 

Usually these Air Force-direected hunts seck 
some luckless overdue plane. 

But your neighbors and mine, not fust the 
occupants of lost planes, can stumble into dan- 
eer—and with dismaying frequency. When 
that happens, local authurities or distraught 
relatives often flash un SOS to one of CAP's 
L417 senior squadrons, 

The helping hond is always neudy. Uf light 
aircraft or ground-tescue teams can do the 
job, volunteers will rush to the aid of anyone. 
any time, anywhere in the United States. its 
Territories, and Puerto Rico, CAP calls such 
aesiimments “mercy missions” to distineulsh 
them from Air Force “search-and-rescue,” 

The person in danger may be a child lost in 
the California wilderness, an elderly pros- 
peclor trapped by snow on an Alaskan moun- 
tain ledge. a worhan marooned by rising food 
Waters in Pennsylvania, or wm Navajo Indian. 
desperately il, who must be rushed! from the 
Arizona desert to a hospital, 

These wre not imagined incidents, They 
occurred in 1955. and patrol members: saved 
a] the vietims, 

The organization's. national heacluarters 
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in Washingtan, D. C., cannot compile statis- 
tics on such missions, since many ure never 
reported, [ts just part of theif job, say the 
volunteers. Vet headquarters estimates there 
may be 10 times a5 many mercy missions as 
there are Air Forceslirected searches. This 
would mean more than 1.500 each vear! 

Recently CAP took me on 9 six-week tour 
through its grass roots empire, T few with 
members, attended their meetings, witnessed 
their often arduous training. Such experiences 
leave even skeptics with a deep admiration 
for the volunteers and ther program. 

That program, of course, includes CAP’s 
woud Samaritan pursuits: search-and-rescue 
and mercy missions. But, above all, it empha- 
sizes. aviation edueation for American youth, 
Additionally, it provides nationwide support 
of Civil Defense. 


Ground and Air Teams Work Tedether 


Let's see how these aerin) lifewnards handle 
their most dramatic job, search-and-rescue, 
the task that hinds them to the Air Force 
and makes other mercy work posible, 

The two private flyers who londed safely 
in Arizona were lucky. CAP weually finds 
wreckage, and often the occupants are dead. 
Hut sometimes there are injured who must be 
lacated quickly. then whisked, to safety inom 
rice neainst time and the elements. 

How is it done? Brief accounts of three 
1955 rescues will show you. Each illustrates 
a: particular phase of minutemen teamwork: 
aeria| search, around rescue, and radio com- 
munication. 

ln midwinter a private plane with two men 
aboard vanished on ao flight from: Oroville. 
Califorma, to Reno, Nevada. The Air Force 
suspected it was down in California's Sierra 
Nevada and ordered 30 aircraft into the 


search, iach was srven o speci area. 
Noone found o trace the first day. New 
ureas were repeatedly assumed, On the 


eecand day the pilot of a private plane dis- 
covered the downed aircraft, apparently in- 
tact, ina mountain gap. Both men were olive 
and onky slightly injured. CAP pilots dropped 
supplies. then radioed for “big brother’—an 
SA-16 amphibian of the Air Rescue Service. 
Big brother summoned! oa helicopter, anc it 
hore the men to safety, 

CAP would haye searched for these flyers if 
they had crashed anywhere In the country. 
Its helping hand extents. through 32 “wings.” 
into each of the 48 States, the District of 
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Columbia, Alaska, Hawaii, and Puerto Rico. 
The CAP fivers in this search were among 
13.3500 rated pilots available for duty of any 
time. Many once-flew for the armed services; 
others never touched! the controls of anything 
hotter than the puddle jumpers in CAPs 
armada of some 5.300 light planes. 

Let's return to another crash site in the 
western miuntains, this time in Nevada. 

An instractor and student were forced dawn 
ona flight from San Jose, California, to Reon, 
An Air Rescue plane found the wreckage Just 
before dark. The pilot saw two survivors, 
but did not know the extent of their injuries, 
and it was too late for a helicopter pickup or 
a jump by Air Force parirescur experts. So 
he radioed the locathin’ to a Civil Air Patrol 
ground-reacye team. 

Members pushed up into the mountains as 
foros they could by jeep, then broke out their 
flashlights and slogmed the rest of the way 
afoot. Late at night they reached ‘the ten 
and carried them out. Luckily, neither was 
seriously injured. 

This incident illustrates another: service of 
the volunteers: no matter where they ga down, 
firers can count on CAP for ground rescue as 
well aa search. Members form hundreds of 
rescue teams in support of their aerial bird 
dogs. Team personnel receive intensive train- 
ing in first aid and wildemess survival. With 
their own funds they buy jeeps, tricks, horses. 
snowmobiles, dow sleds, swamp burgies—anv- 
thing that will speed them to. crash sites. 


Jet Pilot Bails Out into Swamp 


The third incident occurred in northwest 
Florida. An Air Force Sabrejet, flying at 
40.000 feet, suctdenty lost its tell in a vielent 
explosion, The pilot parachuted into 9 swamp. 
Though injured, he managed to pull himself 
onto a hummack of dry land. 

Air Force and CAP planes searched for 
hours, but poor racio contact hampered eum- 
munications, threatening the mission’s sc- 
cess, Then a CAP housewife. Ist Lt. Miriam 
Tonkin of Dade Cite. Florida, came on the 
air with her meio sect. She could bear the 
pilots and they could bear her, so Miriam 
relayed messages antl coonlinated the search, 

Finally a plane found the injured pilot. 
Two Air Rescue Service sergeants para- 
chuted into the swamp and gave emergency 
first aid, anda helicopter rescued all three. 

CAP has many communication specialists 
like Miriam Tonkin. and its radio network of 
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11,047 stutions is one of the lurgest in the 
world. More than half the  xtations ore 
mobile, etther airborne or in vehicles. 

Brig. Gen. Thomas |. DuBose, commander 
of the Air Rescue Service, often calle the 
witrol Bis “‘good right arm” ami cites ven- 
erous proof: In U.S. territory, CAP members 
log more-flving hours in official searches than 
ARS and all other participants combiner, 

“These men and wooed give of their tine, 
and many of them risk their lives, with no 
thought of personal gain,” savs the general,

Prior ti each flight all pilots in the United! 
States are é¢xpected to fll out forms giving 
their route, destination, and estimated time of 
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titrival. Airport Civil Aeronautics Adminis- 
tration representatives or military air con- 
trollers file these flight-plan forms and pass 
the information alone their communication 
networks to perints of destination, 

If an aircraft is one hour overdie, officials 
notify the nearest squadron of the Air Rescue 
Service—ani that’s where CAP comes in. 

The Air Force immediately alerts its junior 
fartner, then queries all airports along the 
missing planes route. li they cannot report 
that the plane made a safe, unscheduled tond- 
ing, it is presumed lost, and some CAP wing 
orders its minutemen aloft, 

Private pilots are not compelled to file 
flight plims, Some, neglecting this safeguard, 
have died aso result. Noone reperted them 
missing for many hours; searchers wasted 
days combing areas far from the wreckage. 
Help, finally came, but too lite. 

Given clues from a fight plan, merey flyers 
usually discover wreckage within a day or 
two. and sometimes sooner, but nevertheless 
planes haye vanished In many mstances, 


Author Views Air [hsaster Scene 


Cm the morning of October 6, 1955, a DC, 
hound from Denver to Salt Luke City, hit 
Medicine Bow Peok in Wyoming: All 66 
persons aboand were killed. 

That same morning John E. Fletcher, Na- 
tional Geigraphic photographer, strolled off 
an-aittiner with me at Denver. We hod ontici- 
pated cnly a brief visit with the Colorado 
Wing: instead, we walked right into the search. 

Lt. Col, Ben S. Jordan, deputy wing com- 
mandéer, met ue with the news and an invita- 
tion to join the hunt, 

“We volunteers know this country well,” he 
suid. “My guess is the plane is down either 
on Medicine Bow Peak or Eik Mountain, 
bath northwest of here in Wyoming. We got 
worl only 10 minutes ago it was missing.” 

Colonel Jerdan rushed os to CAPs wing 
headquarters at Lowry Air Force Base: Half 
a dozen people manned a few desks and tele 
phones, but no one seemed very busy; Two 
men in fight coveralls quietly discussed a 
chart, A aecretary. shofiled some forms and 
Clipped them together, An Air Force sergeant 
epoke briefly to the colonel, then left. 

This was mot the scene of milling people, 
barked orders. and jangling telephones that 
| had expected!, Asif rewling my tind, Colo- 
nel Jordan commented: 


“Things are under control, We have four 
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aircraft out. and Mve just assigned a fifth. 
You and fack Fletcher are next.”

Stedenty a statie-bhirred voice crackled in 
our ridio headsets: Lamb listened intently. 
“Did you get thotr’ he asked me, “Tt 
confirms that wreckage has been sighted on 
Medicine Bow Peak, The search hae been 
called nif, but we'll go on and take a look.” 
As we quartered in toward the Rockies, ily- 
ing above scarred foothills, the snowy moun- 
tains no longer looked so peaceful. The air 
became so bumpy that withoyl seat belts we 
would have heen thrown against the controls. 
Finally we saw Medicine Bow I'eak itself, 
a long: reeflike harrier 127.005 feet hich at its 
Lapmost jagued praminence. Holf a doxen 
aircraft circled it like flies as we approached. 
Wreckage? We could we none, The steep 
cliff seemed clear, the white slopes unmarred. 
For half an hoor we circled repeatedly as the 
plane bucked through gusts and downdrafts. 
Had there really been a crash?

Then Lamb cried, “Look! Thireethy heliww! 
Seo those moving fwures? That's the groune: 
party. Now follow their direction of climb. 
Sev the wreckage above them?” 

Soon all of we could «ee fragments dark 
against the snow. Vertical streaks, marking 
the point of impact, began near the mountain- 
top and cascaded down a cliff. With another 
50 feet of altitude the airliner would hove 
cleared Merhicine Bow, 

When we landed at Lowry, Jordan told me 
that a Wyeming Air National Guard jet pilot 
scored the find shortly before noun, The plane 
was definitely reported] missing st 92:45 alm., 
about three hours after take-off. Weather was 
theucht to be gool, and the reason for the 
crash was not known, 

Though CAP did nat find the wreckage, it 
was among the first to reach the scene afoot,

Radio Saves Lives in Navajo Land 


The work soon paid off. Radio repintedly 
cmmeaned planes of the Arizona Wing te rush 
tl or injured persons to hospitals. Within 
nine months of the Indian squadron's activa- 
tion, officials listed 14 lives saved. No ane 
has compiled 4 total since then. 

Today there ate 32 landing strips on the 
Navajo Reservation, most of them built by 
the United States Bureau of Indian Affairs. 
Instead of one squadron, there are three with 
130 ‘enthusiastic Indian volunteers. They 
have no aircraft of their own. but all study 
up on their CAD aviation manuals. 

Hundreds of volunteers labored round the 
clock during the 2955 flow! disasters, Tn 
some places their radio transmitters. provided 
the only links with the outside world, 

Stroudsburg and East Stroudsburg, Penn 
sylvania, made national headlines last August 
when raing from Hurricane Diane inundated 
resorts in the Pocons Mountains. But few 
of these stories related the heroic work of

The food struck at night. Brodhead Creek. 
separating the two communities by LOO yards, 
awelled into a raging terrent, At the height 
of the storm, Warrant Offeer Philip Hardaker 
paicked io portable radio on his: hack and 
crawled across a trembling railroad trestle. 
luckily reaching East Stroudshurg before the 
bridge collapsed. 

For the next 24 hours that small radio was 
East Stroudsbura’s only voice. 

Meanwhile, in Stroudsburg, Capt. William 
A. Bechtel jumped into the squadron truck 
and evacuate! doxens of people from threat- 
ened homes. Providentially, CAP had cached 
emergency food and medicine in the area, and 
the next day he cispatched squadron plunes 
Tor these supplies, 

Armed services helicopters began arriving. 
Bechtel set up a heliport in a schoolyard and 
assigned CAP members to fly as observers. 
They pinpointed marocned families fur pilots 
who made pickups and dropped supplies. 

Other volunteers relleved Bechtel and his 
nen after they had) been on their feet more 
than 48 hours. Many were nearly incoherent 
with fatigue: sone of these workers hac) Inet 
their own homes. 

So many bodies were found that CAT 
wed refrigerator trucks as temporary morgues. 
More than 80 persons lost their lives in the 
Stroudshure aren, 


State Governors Commend CAP 


Hurricanes Connie and Diane dumped flond- 
wilers on Vast areas of Pennsylvania and 
Comecticut, Recently the guyermors of those 
two States summed up for the Narwxat 
GHockAMiiC MaAcAgine their impressions of 
the patrol’s rescue activities, 

“Wherever I went, 1 found Col. Phillip F. 
Neuweiler's State Civil Air Patrol wine. on 
the spot" wrote Governor George M. Leader 
af Pennsvivania, “Reports reaching me later 
backed up my own impression: 

“The CAP had not only done outstandine 
rescue work at the height of the flood, but 
the wing hac pitehed in magnificently on the 
staggering job of rehabilitatiom.’ 

Governor Abraham Ribicoff of Connecticut 
said: 

“Town officials throughout the Stite have 
prised CAP"s assistance in’ furnishing pen- 
erating etjuipment, in sending and receiving 
urgent messages through its statewile racic 
network. in supplying field telephernes in the 
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isaster areas, and in flying 6,000 pounds of 
badly needed! food ond medicine into the 
stnicken communities. 

“In addition, CAP flew observation mis- 
sions and. tepurted to State Civil Defense 
headquarters on conditions that existed in 
the flooded oreas.” 

It was a watery veor, 19354, and minute- 
men mobiliced for food duty in several other 
States, The North Carolina Wing set up 
about 200 mobile radio stations to handle dis- 
aster messages. California mustered 300 men 
md 30 aircraft for five days of emergency 
duty at Christmas time (opposite).

The effectiveness af this citizen militia: in 
mercy werk ds cue primarily to intensive 
search-and-rescue training. much of it soper- 
vised by the Air Force. On their own re- 
sponsibility squadrons continually participate 
in jocal simulated missions. In addition, each 
wing stages a highly realistic combined exer- 
cise once a year under Air Forte auspices, 
such as one I witnessed in California. 

Californmans own 6,311 active civil aircraft, 
the largest registration of any State, This 
figure helps explain why the patrol’s Cali- 
fornia Wing is both the bivwest in the Nation 
and the busiest in number of air searches, Its 
6,700 members, who own 300 planes. flew 32 
Aur Force-approved seacch-aned-rescue missions 
in 1955, more than any other State, 

California holds two big training missions 
each year, one for the northern part of the 
Stite and another for the southern, Mem- 
bers call these practice alerts SARCAT's 
(Search-and-Rescue, Civil Air Patrol). 

Fletcher ane 1 flew into Stockton Airport 
one Saturday morming fur the nerthern 
SARCAP. We watched in amazement os 
guly painted private planes converged on 
the scene like lees al a nectar party. By 
midmorming more thin 650 volunteers and 
80 aircraft had reported (page 642). 

Some groups set up headquarters in hang- 
urs. Others moved into buildings onee used 
by on Air National Guard outfit. Officials 
quickly organized a command and message 
center. 

Air Rescue Servire gave them a stagvering 
problem. One of our own planes; said ARS, 
is “missing.”” It took off on o training fight 
around northern California and hesn't been 
heard from since. This means it could he 
down anywhere ino 25,000-square-mile area.

How CAP could best be used following an 
atom burst is still being worked out. Some 
areas are stugine exercises. which can be 
adapted to anv of several roles, In Oper- 
ititn Cue, a Civil Defense maneuver hele 
curing the 1955 series of Nevada bomb tests, 
volunteers of the Nevada Wing flew low over 
the area after the fallout, measuring ground 
radinactivity.

Within aon hour Mitchell ane 1 climbed 
Into og Piper T-Puceér and took off from Pal- 
Waukee Airport at Wheeling, 10 miles north- 
west of Chicago, We would simulate a patrol 
along the western fringe of the fallout area. 

“This is really a communications test," 
Mitchell said. “Twill tadio position reperts 
to the control center, omitting c only the racdia- 
tion readings we would give in an actual 
emergency. It should sound realistic.”

the Mediterranean to pry to their patron 
faint, sdmired a dozen beautiful gir of Arles 
in costumes straight out of Alphonse Daudet's 
drama L'Ariisenae, and—what next?

Nol in the Camargue, which centuries ago 
grew fondly accustomed to such extravagant 
goings on. Nor in Arles. chief market city for 
the Camargue and capital of ancient Provence, 
where. macniticent Roman ruine, the warn 
Meéditerranean sunlight, and an almost tan- 
gible aura of history combine to gladden the

Van Gogh Enraptured by Camargue Colors 


The delta is a flat and sparsely populated 
country of small ranches, flooded rice fields, 
linely swamps, and salt flats (page 685). But 
Arles is a busy littl metropolis where the 
winding streets echo the sputter «wf motor- 
cycles and scooters, the tread of tourists. and 
the hurly-burly of a weekly fair antl market 
whith it proudhy claims is the Jargest in all 
France. 

There is beauty in the place. Vincent Van 
Gorh, the famous Dutch painter who arrived 
in Arles in [858 and spent two of his maddest 
and most productive years in that city and 
the Camargue, found the area “as beautiful 
as Japan for clearness of atmosphere and 
colorful effects.” 

He wrote that the water forms patches of 
fine enerakl or rich blue in the landscape just 
ae is seen in Japanese crepe prints. To his 
eye the pale sunsets made the fields appear 
blue and the sun was “gloriously gold.” 

And when, at the beight of the burning 
Provencal summer, Von Goch traveled south 
ta Les Saintes Maries, he found red, blue, 
and green fishing boat= anchored off the 
sandy beach, and a landscape of old gold, 
bronze, and copper even though the azure of 
the sky was blanched with heat, 

Henry James, the writer, admired the 
stately ruins of Arle and the beauty of its 
“straight-nosed Arlésiennes," yet found him- 
seli puezlod by the city’s attraction for him, 
“AS a city,” he wrote, “Arles. quite misses its

Arles Glittered as City of Kings 


The history of Arles is inseparable from 
that of the Camargue. When, after Caesar's 
suck of Marseille in 40 BH. C., it hecatne the 
capitul of Roman Gaul and the most impor- 
tint commercial city in the area, i depended 
for sea-borne commerce on a canal cut across 
the salty marshes to the south, And) when bar 
barinn invasions inundated Arles in the filth 
and sixth centuries, the Camargue. suffered 
aswell The Soracens oceupied both city and 
delta in 7.40. 

Arles was the seat of the kings of Burgundy 
between S79 amd 1150: There followed a 
century when it took the status of independent 
city-siite. Then it returned to the counts 
af Provence. 

The latest chapter in the city’s hectic his- 
tory was written, during Worl War IL. In 
1944 Alfied aircraft bombed Arles trying to 
destroy the Rhone bridve across which the 
Germuns were moving troops and supplies:

“HERE is:a lovely garden in Baltimore, 
Maryland, that belongs to everylourdy. 
The tecorded owner is John W. Sher- 
wo, businessman and philanthropist. The 
rest of us owners—we number maybe o mil- 
lion—allow Mr, Sherwood to meet the tax 
bills, seed the lawns, and pay the gardeners. 
How cid this unusual state of affairs come 
alyout? 

“Why, T can't really say.” said Mr. Sher- 
wot the list time I saw him. “I just mever 
put up a hedge, People wandered in. One 
fine Sunday in May about 20 years ago I 
stepped of my back terrace and fount) my- 
self surrounded by peuple, hundreds of 
them. 

“Clarence Harmmond-—he's my head par- 
dener—came up looking anxious and asked if 
he should try to get them out. | watched a 
minute, and | didn’t see anybody picking 
Howere or doing anvthing he shouldnt. 

“Seo 7 told Hommond. no, everything wis 
just fine: And when the Serpapers reporters 
came to investigate the traffic jams around 
Highfield Road way, | told them it was only 
the peuple of Baltimore enjoying their garden. 

“That's about the way it happened. That's 
the way it’s been ever since.” 

And so it-vhas: except that over the years 
the ownership has increased to include people 
from every Stite in the Union and many is- 
tant lands, thanks to Mr. Sherwin!’ feeling 
that anvbody whe sces and lowes the flowers 
becomes an crwmer. 


The Magic of Flowers 


Every May, year after year, Baltimore 
newspapers publish sturies that may end 
like this: 

“Althoueh more than 30,000. people-visited 
Sherwowd Gardens on Sunday, not a tower 
was picked or a twig broken,” 

This is the magic of fowers. 
it at work. 

From school Mees come excited, shouting 
children, ‘They rush headlong toward the 
banked masses of azalens, daffodils, tulips, and 
pansies. Suddenly they stop. They fall silent, 
They draw together, “They walk gently to the 
flowerbeds, and some geo to their knees.

wardens of colonia] estates in southern Mary- 
land. He planted trees and shrabs. particu- 
larly evergreens. It 1s his continue frustra- 
tion that visitors rarely notice the evergreens; 
without their background the flowers would 
lose half their effect (page 7041. 

Sherwood Gardens is a spring garden: ex- 
cept in spring it is a cool and peacetul place 
of vivid lawn, dark evergreens, and tall mic 
tling trees. Come May, a rainbow explodes.
